In  close  planting  for 
single  stems  we  find  little  difference  in  the  habits  of  any  of  the  three  cut 
flower  classes,  except  that  the  Bismarck  group  is  not  quite  as  branched,  which 
is  an  advantage  in  close  planting,  also  this  group  is  about  a  week  earlier  than 
the  Nice  or  Perpetual  Branching  kinds.

WHILE  stem  rot  and  blight  add  some 
uncertainty  to  aster  growing,  we  do 
not  recall  ever  having  grown  a  crop  that 
was  a  complete  failure  and  occasionally 
with  a  favorable  season  they  will  prove 
highly  profitable  as  out-door  crops  go.

if  sown  late.  The  most  serious  pest  the  Aster  is  subject  to  in  our  section  is 
what  is  known  as  the  yellows.  This  is  a  germ  disease  that  is  conveyed  to  the 
plants  by  an  insect  known  as  the  leaf-hopper.  It  has  been  clearly  demon¬ 
strated  that  Asters  can  be  kept  entirely  free  of  this  disease  by  screening  out 
the  hopper.  A  medium  fine  grade  of  cheese  cloth  will  do  this  but  it  must  en¬ 
close  the  plants  absolutely — sides  and  overhead.  The  careful  Aster  grower 
who  accepts  the  poor  with  the  good  seasons  will  average  up  very  well  indeed, 
with  this  crop.
